By that time 
he correspondent could see flames ex- 
ending over the whole ship.-anil, a few 
minutes later, the Maine sank. The ex- 
plosion so disjointed and twisted the 
battleship that her remains now appear 
ike a pile of 'wreckage. All the upper 
deck structure, turrets and sruns, are in 
a heap and one boiler has been blown out 
ef its place. The foremast and bow of 
he Maine have collapsed, and now only 
he end of her mainmast remains above 
water. 


The boats of the Alfonso XII have 


picked up a quantity of wreckage, in- 
cluding1 boats and a flap, and yesterday 
10 more bodies were found In the har- 
bor and were takfn to the morgue. It 
s impossible to identify them. 


Contrary to the reports current, the 


divers have not yet made any Investiga- 
tion of the wreck, and the general opin- 
ion expressed In Spanish circles Is that 
the explosion occurred inside the Maine.

Had Sort of a Premonition That Disas 


ter Was Impending. 


Key West, Feb. IS.—Lieutenant John 


J. Blandin of Baltimore, one of the 
Maine's survivors, who in at the Ke 
Wesi hotel, pave the correspondent o 
the Associated Press a succinct accoun 
of the disaster, saying that not until nov 
has he been able to recollnct the sequenc 
of events in the awful 10 minutes follow- 
ing' the explosion Tuesday evening. He 
was on the Trenton at the time of the 
disaster off Samoa In March. 1SS9, when 
American and German vessel* lost 244 
men all told. 


Lieutenant Blandin says: "I was on 


watch, and when ihi- men had 
been 


piped below I looked down the main 
hatches and over the side of the ship. 
Everything was absolutely normal. I 
walked aft to the quarterdeck, behind 
the rear turret, as is allowed after 8 
o'clock in the eveninjr, and sat down 
on tha port side, where I remained for a 
few minute?'. Then, for some reason I 
cannot explain to myself now, I moved 
to the starboard side and sat down there. 
I was feeling a bit g-lum and, in fact, was 
so quiet that Lieutenant J. Hood camp up 
and asked laughingly If I were asleep. 
I said 'No, I am on watch.' 


"Scarcely had I spoken when there 


came a dull, sullen roar. Would to God 
that I could blot out the sound and the 
scenes that followed. 
Then came 
a 


sharp explosion; some say, numerous 
detonations. I remember only one. It 
seemed to me that the sound came from 
the port side forward. Then came a 
perfect rain of missiles of all descrip- 
tions, from huge pieres of cement to 
blocks of wood, steel railings, fragments 
of gratings and all the debris that would 
be detachable in an explosion. I was 
struck on the head by a piece of cement 
and knocked down, but I was not hurt, 
and pot to my feet in a moment. Lieu- 
tenant Hood had run to the poop: and I 
supposed, as I followed, that he was 
dazt-d by the shock and about to jump 
overboard. I hailed him, and he an- 
swered that he had run to the poop to 
help lower the boats. When I got there, 
though scarce a minute could have 
elapned. I had to wade in water to my 
knees, and almost instantly the quarter- 
deck was awash. On the poop I found 
Captain Sijrsbee as cool as if at a ball, 
and soon all the officers except Jenkins 
and Merrill joined us. The poop was 
above water after the Maine settled to 
the bottom. Captain Sigsbee ordered 
the launch and gig lowered; and the 
officers and men. who by this time had 
assembled, got the boats out and rescued 
a number in the water. Captain Sigs- 
bee ordered Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwright forward to see the extent 
of the damage, and if anything could be 
done to rescue those forward or to ex- 
tinguish the flames, which followed close 
upon the explosion and burned fiercely 
as long as there wore any combustibles 
above water to feed them. Lieutenant 
Commander Wainwright on his return 
reported the total and awful character 
of the calamity; and Captain Sigsbee 
gave the last sad order, 'Abanflon ship,' 
lo men overwhelmend with grief indeed, 
but calm and apparently unexcited. 


"In the meantime four boats from the 


Spanish cruiser, AlfonsoXII, arrived, to 
be followed soon by two from the Ware! 
line steamer City of Washington. The 
two boats first lowered from the City of 
Washington were found to be riddle<: 
with ftylne debris from the Maine and 
unftt for use. Captain Sigsbee was th 
last man to leave his vessel and left In 
his own gig. 


"I have no theories as to the cause 01 


the explosion. I cannot form any. An 
examination oy divers may ten some- 
thing to a court of inquiry. I, with oth 
era, 
had heard that the Havana harboi 


wai full •( torpedoes; but the officer 
whose duty It was lo'examine Into tha1 
reported that they found no signs of any 
Personally T do not believe the Spanish 
bad anything to do with the disaster.

"Washington, Feb. 18.—There was un- 


abated Interest at both ends of the capi- 
tol yesterday in the Maine disaster, but 
expressions generally took the shape of 
Inquiry for new light upon the subject 
and demands for a most rigid Investiga- 
tion. As a rule tha occurrence was 
viewed as a mystery, and some expressed 
the opinion that It would always remain 
such. There were many theories ad- 
vanced, but the authors of them Kener- 
ally confessed that they amounted to 
nothing more than speculation. "The 
best information obtainable," said Sena- 
tor Gear of Iowa, "Indicates that there 
were two explosions, and that five hours 
elapsed between the two. I do not pro- 
fess to be an e pert, but this seems to 
me to b« inconsistent with the torpedo 
theory." 


The disaster has aroused a 
feeling 


among members of the house In favor of 
extreme liberality in appropriations for 
the naval and military establishments. 
the practical result of which is likely to 
be the acceptance with litlle contesl of 
the senate amendment increasing the 
appropriation for fortifications 
about 


$4.000,000, the authorization in the naval 
appropriation bill of two battleships in- 
stead of one. and possibly the authoriza- 
tion of the entire dry dock scheme recom- 
mended by the board appointed by the 
secretary of the navy. The recommen- 
dation of the secretary of the navy was 
for only one addition to the na\y this 
year, a lirst-class battleship, but the 
loss of the Maine makes it likely thai 
appropriations for iwo ships will be re- 
ported. Most of the members of the 
commltlfe have expressed themselves 
as in favor of building a ship to replace 
the Maine, and also of authorizing the 
ship recommended by the secretary of 
the navy.

PLACE OF INTERMENT. 


Washington. Feb. 18.—Numerous in- 


quiries are being received at the navy 
departmenl from Ihe friends of Ihe sea- 
men on the Maine asking whether the 
bodies of the drowned will be brought lo 
this country for interment. The general 
reply is thai it is not likely the remains 
will be shipped here. The department, 
It is .said, under ordinary conditions, 
might bring the body of an officer or 
sailor who dies aboard to a port of the 
United States, but even after It reaches 
here there is no money available for 
transportation overland to a place of 
burial. 


In the present occasion there are un- 


usual reasons for not fetching the dead 
bodies to the United States. The prob- 
ability is that a number-are more or less 
maimed and unrecognizable, and be- 


des it is doubtful whether any mer- 
hant steamer could be Induced to bring 
hem here. The strongest reason against 
hipping the bodies, however, la based 
n sanitary grounds. It is probable, 
aid a naval officer, that the bodies of 
he men will be buried in the cemelery 
t Havana at the expense of ihe gov- 
rnment. 


SPAIN COULDN'T HAVE DONE IT. 


Boston. Feb. 18.—Commandant Howl- 


son of the Charlestown navy yard, who 
has had 44 years' experience in the naval 
;erviee of the United States, said yes- 
erday about the disaster to the Maine: 
'It is not possible that the Spanish gov- 
ernment had anything to do with the 
explosion, for ii was such a terrible af- 
air that none but a savage and uncivil- 
zed government could possibly have 
carried out such an awful vengeance. 
They could not have done It, for they 
must have realized that to do such a 
barbarous act would only bring down 
upon th«rn the curse of all the civilized 
nations of the world, which would result 
In their being wiped from the face of the 
earth. Again they certainly would have 
had some respect for the safety of their 
own flagship and her men, which was 
anchored close alongside of the Maine. 
and they must have realized to blew up- 
the Maine meant to expose their own 
•hip and her crew to an awl'ul danger. 
For it was a chanccf that If the Maine 
\vas blown up the Alfonso must also 
be destroyed by the shock. 


"But Spain is responsible and will be 


forced to pay an Indemnity for the ship 
and the lives sacrificed if It is shown by 
the investigation that the explosion was 
caused by the government, by an officer 


< r even by a fanatic; for while the ship 
'\as In her harbor It was entitled to ex- 
pect and to receive her protection. It 
was In (lm« of peace, and the Maine was 
in Havana harbor by the Invitation of 
the Spanish government and under her 
protection. If It is shown that the ex- 
plosion was an accident aboard the ship, 
unavoidable or caused by the negligence 
of »ome of the officers or the crew, then 
It is altoget her another matter and Spain 
Will be relieved of all responsibility." 


BLAMES THE CUBANS.

TO AWAIT THE INQUIRY. 


Washington. Feb. 15.—The government 


has settled back into a waiting attitude 
In respect to the terrible disaster In Ha- 
vana harbor. The shock caused by the 
news has given way to a calmer and 
more Judicial state of mind. Realizing: 
from the events of the day that lha 
court ef inquiry Is the sole dependence in 
the search for the cause of the Maine's 
loss, the naval officials are resigned to 
await th« results of that inquiry. 


There if little new to add to the sum 


of information as to the disaster. In 
connection with the theory of spon- 
taneous combustion, the character of 
the coal used on the Maine assumes 
some importance. This is supplied at 
present to the bureau ef equipment, and 
the head of that bureau. Captain Royal 
Bradford, asserts that the coal was the 
very best. He produced the quarterly 
report required by regulations to show 
exactly the state of the Maine's coal sup- 
ply and the quality of the coal. At the 
end of December the vessel had 52 tons 
of coal only in her bunkers. This was 
made up of Pocahontas and New river 
coal. Captain Bradford said that Poca- 
hontas is a standard naval coal and is 
rated at 109. New river follows next, 
and Is set down at 90 percent. These are 
semi-bituminous coals of 
m. 
quality 


closely approaching that of the celebrat- 
ed Welsh navigation coal, the British 
naval standard. In the opinion of Cap- 
tain Bradford neither of these coals is 
particularly subject to spontaneous 
combustion. Since the Maine has been 
In the Gulf of Mexico, however, she 
probably consumed a srood part of this 
coal and replenished her stock from the 
naval store at the Key West station. The 
coal there taken on was 
anthracite, 


which, said Captain Bradford, "is no 
more subject to spontaneous combustion 
than a pile of stones." 


The wounded sailors In the Havana 


hospitals, on the Spanish flagship and 
elsewhere, who are not in condition to 
be brought back to Key West, will be 
carefully looked after by Clara Barton, 
who has been given carte blanche to buy 
any and 
everything necessary—food,

While this is required by 
every creditable sentiment, they say 
that they are bound to remove the hull 
from the small harbor In any case, and 
It may be as easy to raise her as it would 
be to destroy the hull and machinery by 
the us« of divers and dynamite. It Is 
believed that this work can best be done 
by private wrecking corporations, and 
negotiations are already afoot for plac- 
ing the contract, based on work by the 
day, at an estimated cost of $200,000.
